.Originally, the government had 
not intended Ip introduce it this 
year but did so al the -insist enee at 
tile Social O edit caucus. The house 
last year passed a resolution Asking 
tor legislation u> make it illegal 
lor anyone to hunt on private pro- 
pi it \ without first gaining permis¬ 
sion. 

In addition, there was pressure 
1 ropi varous farm groups which 
have prest nted briefs to the cabin¬ 
et in •recent' months. 

Mr. VVillmoi e* s main concern is 
with enforcing the proposed new 
law. Enforcement likely will ,de- 
pepd almost entirely on farmer; 
i cpot'tihg violnt ons. 

There also is the question ol 
whether the iyw regulations in¬ 
fringe on federal laws covering 
trespassing. Some officials say land 
ownivs already ar<> protected under 
tlie Criminal Code and tile pro- 
v nee is not supposed to legislate in 
federal fields. • . 

Another section of the bill would 
permit farmers to post signs read¬ 
ing 'Hurtling Allowed ' In such 
cases, permission would not In* 
needed. This is to slit sfy farmers 
who don't want to tie bothered 
with hunters asking iiermission.

NOTICE 

For the guidance of all who may be selling cattle 
at private or community auction sales in the County 
of Vulcan No. 2 Brucellosis Restricted Area, the 
Livestock Diseases Act states: 

7. (1) All bulls and all female cattle entered in 
private auction sales or community auction sales of 
breeding stock shall, within thirty days before the day 
of sale, be tested for Brucellosis. 

(2) This regulation does not apply to steers, 
spayed heifers and Brucellosis vaccinated cattle under 
thirty months of age. 

(3) This regulation does not apply to community 
suction sales at which the greater part of the cattli 
sold are sold for slaughter or feeding purposes but at 
such sales the Auctioneer shall announce whether the 
cattle offered for sale are tested, untested or vaccina¬ 
ted for Brucellosis. 

(4) All female cattle not vaccinated as calves or 
tested prior to the community auction sale shall be 
tested immediately following the sale if returning to 
the municipality for other than feeding purposes. 

(5) The results of testing under (1) or reported 
by the Auctioneer under the requirements of (4) shall 
be announced by the Auctioneer at the time of the 
auction sale. 

8. (1) All female cattle untested before an auc¬ 
tion sale held at a community auction sale YARD shall 
be tested for Brucellosis immediately after or during 
the sale and shall be kept isolated from other cattle by 
the purchaser or his agent until the results of the tests 
are known. 

(2) Cattle under thirty months of age and vaccin¬ 
ated as calves are exempt from this regulation.
